minutes, but no information leading to 
the implication of any one else in anar- 
chist plot to kill the president was given 
by the prisoner. The family returned 
to Cleveland immediately afterward. 


The trin I of Leon Czolgnsz for the as- 


sassination of President McKinlcy' is 
remarkable in many ways. It was re- 
markable in its expeditionsness, and yet 
there never seemed to be any undue 
baste on the part either of the prosecu- 
tion or defense. All the forms were 
gone through with, religiously. The wit- 
nesses, the few that wen; 
called, were 


examined, cross-examined and re-cross- 
examined in detail. 


The most remarkable 
feature of the 


ease is that there was no defense. Not 
only was there no introduction, of wit- 
nesses.for the accused, but there was no 
argument of the case by attorneys ap- 
pointed to defend 
him. Judge Lewis 


made a speech in which he said a great 
outrage had been committed and admit- 
ted that his client, had committed 
it. 


He then snid that if the man were sane 
he ought to be eorivicled. He became so 
overwhelmed with emotion at this time, 
thinking of the great crime to the na- 
tion, that be was unable to proceed and 
sat down.

•NEW YORK. Sept. 26.—The first of 


the series of races between Columbia and 
Shamrock for the much prized cup has 
been a disappointing one as the wind 
which gave such fine promise in the early 
hours of morning died away as the day 


• -^ 


progressed and the boats were not able 
to finish within the time limit. Colum- 
bia, however, gained from the very start 
and when two-thirds of the course had 
been finished, was leading Shamrock by 
a mile. At 4:07 with nine miles to go 
and time limit expiring at 4.40, the wind 
was still decreasing in force. 


The Columbia's showing in the first 


race has cheered the American heart and 
Saturday's contest is awaited without 
the least misgiving, 


GOOD BREEZE PREVAILS. 


With a brilliant autumn sun and a 


piping breeze the first day.of the inter- 
national yacht races opened with every 
promise of perfect cohditons of wind and 
weather. After blowing half a gale all 
night the northeast 
breeze subsided a 


trifle at sunrise but 
at 8 o'clock 
both 


Sandy Hook and the highlands of Nave- 
sink reported that it is .-still blowing IS 
knots. It has swept away every vestige 
of mist or h'aze and

WIND MAY DTE DOWN. 


The sea was quite rough and a heavy

comes of them.

They have companions equally as bad 


as they arc, but not -behind the bars.

to take the stuff back. Truly, to see 
mere children so hardened leads one to 
wonder what the rising generations arc 
coming to. 


Another scene"in the big steel cage is 


amusing. Four men are serving several 
mouths on "charge of stealing copper 
wire from the Wisconsin Telephone com- 
pany. One of them is a pngiilist and he 
means to keep in condition and not lose 
his health from confinement. He is a 
finely built felow. Every morning when 
ho arises he exercises with a machine; 
then he walks back and forth in the coll 
for a couple of hours and otherwise, exer- 
cises and when in a complete perspira- 
tion plunges into a bath tub filled with 
cold water and is mbOed down bw his 
companions, and sparring is also in- 
ludged in, then he lies down and reads.

theatrieails. The play is holding up a 
man on the streets of Chicago. One of 
;thcir number is supposed to be an inno- 
cent stranger walking down street, the 
corridor of the cell 'being the street; two 
others, supposed to be highwaymen, are 
iu' the cells aaid the fourth one represents 
a policeman.

The crowd about the court room today 


was slightly larger than yesterday. The 
vigilance of the police WHS hi no way 
relaxed. The same careful scrutiny of 
each person entering the court was Q!>- 
served. The court room, owing to the 
care exercised by the sherill's and police 
a1' to who was admitted was nearly 
empty fifteen minutes before the time of 
opening, but it rilled quite rapidly after 
that. 


There were many more ladies in the 


audience 
today 
than yesterday. > The 


prisoner wan brought over from the jail 
at 9:45 and placed in the same chair as 
yesterday. The members of the grnnd 
jury which indicted him, were present 
as guests, and occupied seats back of the 
clerk's desk. 


Doctors Myntcr, 
Mann 
and Fowler 


canie in early and Dr. Mann was ready 
to take the stand at once for cross ex- 
amination. At 0:50 the members of the 
jury filed in and tok their seats. 
ANARCHISTS DliNJKD ENTRANCE 


It became known this morning that ap- 


plication for seats had been made by 
representatives of several anarchist pa- 
pers, but they have been refused. 


Justice White arrived exactly at 10 


jind the crier immediately uttered the 
formal notice 
of

court. 
The jurymen 
were 
polled and 


Samuel J. Fields, chief engineer of the 
Pan-American exposition wii.s recalled to 
the witness stand. He was asked by 
District Attorney Penney the moaning of 
certain figures on the Hoar plan of the 
Temple of Music. He said it was intend- 
ed to show the direction which the file 
of people took in entering the building 
passing in front of the president and out 
of the building. Dr. Matthew D. Mann 
was then called for cross examination. 


DR. MANN'S TESTIMONY. 


"It is very 
diOicult to 
explain the 


cause of death. It may be due to one 
of several things. I think it would be 
necessary for examinations to be made 
before any definite explanation could be 
made.'' 


''You have no opinion in the matter?" 
"I have no positive opinion." 
"1 presume, therefore that the opti- 


mistic bulletins issued by tne physicians 
were without any knowledge or suspic- 
ions of the symptoms that were after- 
ward discovered ?" asked Mr. Lewis, 


"The bulletins were optimistic in that 


they gave no idea of what was to eonif,'' 
was the reply. 


"The 
bulletins expressed no opinion. 


They merely stated facts, but, the opin- 
ions which were held by the sfnf!' seem- 
ed to be fully warranted by the condition 
of the president. 
We hud no reason to 


suspect the existence of any such state 
of affairs as was foimd." 
/ 


"Now,-doctor, you say it was due to 


several causes. Can you give any of 
them?" 


"The entrance of germs into the parts 


may have, been one of the causes. 
The 


very low state 
of vitality 
may have 


been one cause. The action of the pan- 
creatic juice may have been one; un- 
doubtedly it contributed to it." 


''The germs , which you speak of are 


present, I understand in all our bod- 
ies?" 
. "Yes." 


'•'And make 
their 
work 
prominent 


when the body is in any way injured?1' 


"That is true." 
"That you expected, of course, in this 


"If the operation is carefully and prop- 


erly done we can to a certain extent 
guard against the entrance of these mi- 
crobes. We cannot do so entirely." 


"How?1' 
"By having everything entirely clean 


which is used 
in 
the operations, the 


hands, the instruments, the ligatures and 
things we use. Nature can take care of 
a certain number of germs and overcome 
their bad effects." 


"Are there any remedies known to pre- 


vent the action of these germs?" 


"There are remedies which will kill 


the germs, but it is very difficult to ap- 
ply them deep down in the tissues of the 
body. If they have got lodgments in 
the tissue it is impossible to kill them." 


"The president was not in a very good 


physical condition, was he?" 


"He was somewhat weakened by hard 


work and want of air and conditions of 
that kind,"' replied the doctor. 


"You think that had something to do 


with the result?" 


"Undoubtedly,'' was the answer. 
"You agree with the other physicians 


that the pancreas was not injured by 
the ball?" 


•'As near as could be determined that 


organ was not injured by the ball but 
it was injured in some way, possibly by 
concussion. Once the organ is injured 
the pancreatic juic',1 cannot perform its 
proper functions.1' 


EYE WITNESS OF SHOOTING. 


Louis L. Biibcoek. trno was in charge 


of the ceremonies in the Temp'e of Music 
on the day of the shooting, followed Dr. 
Mann. Pie gave details of the arrange- 
ments 
made for the 
reception 
of the 


president and the points of entrance and 
exit from the Temple of Music, and told 
where he stood when the fatal shots 
were 
fired. 
• 


"I heard two shots. I 
immediately 


turned to the left. I saw the president 
standing still, and he was deathly pale. 
In front of him 
was a group 
of men,/ 


bearing the prisoner to the floor." 


"Did you recognize any of the men in 


the group?" 


•'Yes, the artillerymen and two secret 


service men. They threw the prisoner 
lo the flooi' in a second. I did not recog- 
nize the men who took the pistol away 
from the prisoner. The hall was at once 
cleared." 


"What became of the prisoner then?" 
"He was surrounded by detectives and 


secret service men. There was some 
controversy as to who had the right to 
the prisoner, but that was quickly set- 
tled and he was tp.kcii to a side room 
ami later to police headquarters.' 


WAS CLOSE TO PRESIDENT. 


Edward R. Rice, chairman of the com- 


mittee of ceremonies in the Temple of 
Music, was next called. 


''•Where were you at the time of the 


shooting?'' asked Attorney Penney. 


Mr. liiee indicated 
the spot on 
the 


ground floor 
plan of the temple, near 


where the president stood. 


"Tell us what you saw." 
"As chairman of the 
ceremonies I 


titciod close to the president. The line 
had been passing about ten minutes. I 
took my watch out of my pocket, indi- 
cating to Secretary Cortclyou that the 
time for the reception was 
nearly up. 


At this instant. I noted something white 
pushed over to the president. It 
was 


after that two shots rung ou. 


''The white object 
fell 
to the floor 


with the man who had it 
in his hand. 


The hall wa.s cleared ami the president 
taken to a chair. 


"Was. this man who. was borne to the 


floor the same one who fired the shot?1' 
asked Mr. Penney. 


"Yes," answered Mm witness. 
Cross-examination 
disclosed nothing 


further. 


Mr. Quackenlmsh was snown a photo- 


graph of the 
interior of the 
building 


and indicated the points referred , to in 
the previous testimony. 


SECRET .SERVICE TESTIMONY. 


Cross-examined by Judge Titus, Joha 


Quaekenbush and a secret service detec- 
tive told how the president was taken 
from the building to the ambulance and 
where the prisoner was at that time. 


On direct examination by District At- 


torney Penney, Mr. Quackenbush said 
that lr stood in an elevated 
position 


where he could see directly • everything 
that happened. He -was. present on the 
following day when pnotographs of the 
interior of the temple, were taken. 


THOUGHT IT HIS DUTY. 


'Mr. Juackenbush spoke of the actions 


of theprisoner at the jail dxiring the in- 
terviews 
and continued: "Mr. Penney 


and the assistant attorney 
had 
some 


conversation and then the prisoner in 
reply to questions stated that he had 
killed the president because he believed 
it to be his duty. He understood 
the 


position in which he placed himself and 
was willing to take his" chances. Czol- 
gosz said he had gone to the Falls on the 
previous 
day 
with the 
intention of 


shooting the president, but was unable 
to curry out his intention. He came to 
Buffalo and got in the line of people at 
the 
Temple of Music. The defendant 


told us how he concealed his weapon; 
how he kept his hand concealed in his 
pocket while waiting to reach the presi- 
dent's side. _When he reached a point 
in front of the president he fired. If he 
had not been stopped, he said, he would 
have fired more shots." 


".Did he say anything about planning 


to kill the president 
on any other oc- 


casion?" 


"He said he had been watching 
the 


president for three or four 
days for a 


favorable opportunity of shooting.' 


"Did he give any reasons for wishing 


to kill the president?' 


"He said that he did not believe in the 


present form of government.1-' 


A STUDENT OF ANARCHISM. 


''He said he had for several years 


studied thedoctrine of anarchy. He he- 
ilieved in no government; 
no marriage, 


regulations and said he attended church 
for some time, but they talked nonsense 
and he would not continue there." 


"He said he did not believe in the 


church or state?" asked Mr. Penney. 


"Yes, he said he believed in free love. 


He gave the names of several papers he 
had read." 


"He mentioned several places 
where 


he had been and where he heard 
these 


subjects discussed?" aased Mr. Penney. 


"Yes, he said 
he lived in Cleveland 


and that before he came to Buffalo he 
had been in Chicago. 
He said 
he liad 


been 
influenced by 
the 
teachings of 


Emma, Goldman and by another woman 
living in Cleveland, whose 
name I do 


not recall." 


PRISONER SEEMED COOL. 


Mr. Titus then again took the witness 


in hand. 


"What were 
the 
prisoner's 
actions 


while you were questioning him?'' he 
asked. 


"He answered all question directlv," 


replied the witness. 


"Did he appear to be in any mental 


excitement?" 


"He did not S.Q impress me." 
"He seemed to be suffering some pain 


and constantly applied 
a handkerchief 


to the side of his 
face where lie was 


struck and complained that his eyes hurt 


him. 
He had no visible marks 
on his 


face.' 


THE ASSASSIN'S WEAPON. 


"What became of the pistol, do vou 


know?" 


"I have it here," interposed 
the dis- 


trict attorney as he showed'a pasteboard 
box. 


"The last time I saw it/1 the witness 


said, "was the time of the struggle." 


"Did- the defendant at this time appear 


excited?' 


"Not at all." 
"Was he upbraided by anybody there?" 
'"Not by anybody." 
"Who asked the questions of him?" 
"I myself and other oflicers. He told 


us about his 
birthplace and his move- 


ments from the time he got to Cleveland 
and went to work at the wire mill, his 
father's farm. It was all told in a con- 
ventional way." 


"Did he he-sitate about answering?" 
"He did at first, he answered with de- 


liberation." 


"He. seemed to take a lively interest 


in what was going 
on," continued Mr. 


Quaekenbush. 


"I asked him to make a brief state- 


ment for publication and he wrote the 
following: 
"I killed President McKin- 


ley because I done my duty. I don't be- 
lieve-one man should hav; so much ser- 
vice, and another man should have none." 
This statement he 
signed. Afterwards 


he mnde a statement of-two hours' dur- 
ation. At times he volunteered infor- 
mation and went beyond a responsive 
answer." 


GRABBED GUN AND KERCHIEF. 
Secret Service OUicer Albert L. Galla- 


her was then called. He 
was in the 


Temple of Music at the time of the 
shooting, .standing 
ten 
feet from the 


president and on his right.*1 


"My duty 
was to 
keep the crowd 


moving. The reception had been goirtg 
on only a few minutes, when I heard two 
shots flrcil. A mm standing near the 
president had something white in his 
hand. 
I sprang forward. I heard Foster 


say, "Get the " gun, Mr. 
Gallaher." I 


grabbed 
the 
gun 
and handkerchief. 


Some one grabbed the revolver, but I 
held on to the handkerchief." 


"Have you got it now?" 
"Yes." ' 
"Let us see it"," said the district attor- 


ney. 


REVOLVER IS EXHIBITED. 


flallnher then 
produced a powder- 


blackened and dirty handkerchief about 
ten inches square. It was shown the 
jury and appeared as evidence. "Some 
one grabbed me by the throat," continu- 
ed Mr. Gallnher. "After this fight I 
found the gun was in the possession of 


one of the artillery men." , 
' 


Cross examined by Judge Lewis,' De- 


tective Gallaher was asked some ques- 
tions about the handkerchief;' 


"Do you think it is a Indies', handker- 


chief."

"Xo, it is. a gentleman's." - 
"*" 


SAW SHOTS riRED. 


George A. Foster of Washington, an- 


other secret service officer then took the 
Stand. 


Foster then described his- position in 


line. He said the prisoner looked him 
straight in the face as lie'passed and the 
next instant he saw the prisoner's hands 
go to gether as if clasping and two shots 
•were fired. Witness {mediately grappled 
with him. 


"As the. man lay, on the door, he look- 


ed backward as if to see what effects his 
bullets had had, and this made me sa 
nsad that I smashed him right on the 
jinv." 
, 


Judge Titus then cross examined the 


witness. 


"Did you see the colored man who has 


been spoken of?" 


"Yes. 
I think he was some distance 


ahead of the defendant, not behind him. 
I did not see any colored man in the fra- 
cas that followed at all." 


"Did yu see any little girl ahead f the 


defendant?" 


"I saw a little girl, but cannot tell just 


where she was." 


"As the man passed you, did you not 


see his right hand?" 


"No, they were so close together I 


could not see no one's right hand. I de- 
pended upon the other guards to do 
that." 


Francis T. O'Brien, a private in the 


United States coast artillery was next 
called. He had been detailed to guard 
the president at the Temple of Music 
and .Was standing at the right of the 
president when the shooting'occurred. 
His story follows: 


SEIZED CZOLGOSZ REVOLVER. 


"When I heard the report I was look- 


ing at the president and saw the man. 
I jumped at this defendant.. I saw the 
smoke coming from his hand. I knock- 
ed him over against some one, I don't 
know whom. I got the revolver and 
gave it up to my commanding officer, 
Capt. Wisser." 
' 


"Did you mark it?" asked Mr. Pen- 


ney. 


"I put my initials on it." 
Mr. Penney then produced the mur- 


derer's weapon and O'Brien identified it. 


"Were you on the side of the presi- 


dent from which the people were com- 
ing in?" 


"Yes." 
"Were there any secret service men be- 


side you?" 


"Not right beside me." 
"How near were you to the presi- 


dent?" 


"Three or four feet." 
"When you saw the second shot fired 


you jumped at the prisoner?" 


"I did." 
"Was he on the floor when you got 


the gun?" 


"No, he was not, a mimlte later he 


was thrown down." 


THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 


At 12 o'clock court adjourned. 
Court reconvened at '2 o'clock, but it 


was 2:10 before proceedings beganj 


Mr. Lewis held a brief 
conversation 


with the prisoner, but his words 
were 


not audible. 


Judge Lewis spoke again and again 


Czolgosz shook 
his head negatively. 


The first witness was James Y. Valley, 
a detective at the exposition. He de- 
scribed an interview which he had with 
the prisoner at the jaif. 


Superintendent of Police Bull of 
the 


Buffalo 
police department was 
then 


called. 


"Were you present 
at headquarters 


when the prisoner was brought there on 
the night of the murder?'5 


"Yes." 
"Were any threats made 
against 


him?" 


"No." 
"Did he say he was an anarchist?" 
"Yes." 
"Did he say any more 
on that sub- 


ject?" 


"Yes. 
He said th.it he hod 
made a 


study of the beliefs of anarchists and lie 
was a firm believer in their principles. 
The prisoner also stated that he had re- 
ceived much information on the subject 
in the city of 'Cleveland. He said that 
he knew 
a 
man in Chicago named 


Isaaks. The Free society was the name 
of the organization mentioned 
by 
the 


prisoner." 


DENOUNCED BY NOWAK. 


"You were present at the jail when a 


man named Nowak saw the defendant?" 


"Yes. he immediately recognized 
the 


prisoner. He said to him, 'You know 
me well. I have always been a friend i,o 
you. Why did you commit this crime? 
Why bring disgrace upon the Polish race 
and your father and mother?' 


"Mr. Nowak asked the defendant if 


they had not been a member of the same 
society 
and .the 
prisoner 
assented. 


-Nowak then said that he had deft the so- 
ciety because it was too radical, adding 
that he was a Republican. 


'Oh, yes,' replied Czolgosz, 'you are n 


Republican for what you can get out of 
it.'" 


This concluded Supt. Bull's testimony 


and Mr. Penney 
announced that the 


case for the prosecution was closed. 


Then Judge Lewis arose and addressed 


the court. He said: 


"We are embarrassed by the sudden 


closing of the case of tho prosecution. 
We had not expected tnem to close so 
abruptly. 
Wo have no witnesses to call, 


but I ask the court that we be allowed 
to address the jury." 


DEFENSE ADDRESSES JURY. 


Permission vriis granted by the court 


and Judge Lewis began his address 
at 


2:45. 


1 
He pointqd out to the jury that," if 


therje fcxisted a doubt in their minds it 
was'-tlieir duty to give the prisoner the 
benefit. In some communities, he said, 
a case of this kind would he disposed by 
mob law. It was a hard matter to pick 
up a newspaper today and find nothing 
about some case of mob or lynch Ja.w, 
But* this spirit did not 
exist in this 


community. "This man has 
declared 


that he is an 
anarchist. We 
all feel 


that organizatirns of this kind are dan- 
gerous, but I don't think 'that they are 
nearly so dangerous 
as the doctrine of- 


ly/ich law. That is something that will 
sweeps aside the strongest of oiu1 institu- 
tions, if allowed to grow at its present 
late of progress. It is the duty of every 
good 
citizen to see that every man 


charged with ft criine, *o matter how 
hcinious its nature 
should get a fair 


trial in a court of justice. 


"My colleague and myself are in this 


court for the same purpose that the dis- 
trict attorney, too sec that this prisoner 
gets a fair and honest trial." 


He illustrated by mentioning the case 


of a negro for whose life a mob was 
clamoring. An eminent 
jurist 
volun- 


teered to defend this person and there 
was great demonstration, but the lawyer 
stubbornly insisted and in'doing so, up- 
held the dignity of the law. 


. - 
JUDGE LEWIS WEEPS. 


Judge Lewis referred feelingly to the 


personality of President McKiniey 
and 


the awful ness of the crime committed. 


"There is only one question .to decide 


in this case," said Mr. Lewis. "The law 
mercifully 
provides that if reasonable 


doubt exists in your minds, you must 
give the defendant 
the benefit 
of t!mt 


doubt." • 
' - 


Judge Lewis broke down when 
he 


again referred 
to President 
McKiniey 


and tho awful 
crime committed, and 


tears rolled down his furrowed cheeks as 
he concluded. 


PROSECUTION'S ADDRESS. 


Then District 
Attorney 
Penney ad- 


dressed the jury. 


"When you 
consider the 
frightful 


crime, the enormity, of the offense, how 
short should be your~deliberation! My 
remarks to you today shall be brief. '"It 
is not my intention to sway you by any 
expressions of mine. Enough- evidence 
has been produced to prove this crime. 


"There is a certain class of people in 


this country who must be taught that 
the law must be supreme. They 
must 


be given a terrible example of the irre- 
sistible force of the law that they would 
tear down." 


In a voice shaking with emotion, Mr. 


Penney referred to the 
noble character' 


of the man who had been stricken down. 
"What must be the -state of mind of any 
individual who strikes down such'a-man 
us.our martyred president?" he asked. 


Ouring the address Czolgosx. sat with 


(lushed face, his head slightly inclined to 
one side. 


District Attorney Penney 
ended his 


address at 3-.'27. 


Justice White spoke in a clear voice: 


"This man," he said, "is charged 
with 


murder 
in the first 
degree. The law 


guarantees that he shall be tried by a 
body of honest, 
intelligent" men. He 


has received such a trial. If 
you are 


satisfied that this man 
lived the shots 


that killed President McKiniey it is your 
duty to find him guilty. If any doubt 
rests in your minds, he is entitled to the 
benefit of that doubt. You are the sole 
judges of all the /acts presented in 
the 


court." In closing lie suiid: 
"If on the 


sixth day of September the 
defendant 


did wilfully, without cause, shoot ind 
wound President McKirtley and such an 
assault was committed with a prei.iodi- 
tated plan; if such shooting and wound- 
ing resulted 
in the death 
of President 


McKiniey you will find this 
defendant 


guilty of murder in the first degree." 


The jury retired at 3:51.

SUDDEN 
DEMISE 


Sob Joy's, Senior Counsel Taken IH Last

to Court Eighteen Minutes After 


it pttd Convened: Today. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24— The Schley 


Court of inquiry was brought to a sud-, 
den termination for the .day eighteen 
minutes after convening this morning by 
the announcement of .the sudden death 
of Judge-Jeremiah Wilson, senior coun- 
sel for ./Vdniiral Schley; The announce- 
ment was made to the court by Hon. 
Isador Rayner, assistant counsel in t?he 
following words: • 


<;I have a very vsad announcement to 


make to the court. I have just.heard 
of the' death of Judge Wilson. I left 
him at 10 this morning, slightly indis- 
posed. I was with .him until late last 
night. I saw him this morning, at 8 
o'clock and left him at 10. \Ve have 
confirmed the rumor through the tele- 
phone that he has just died at the 
Slioreham Hotel, and.I would respectful- 
ly ask the court, if it meets with the 
approval of the court, to adjourn for to- 
day/'- 
- 
*• - ' • ' 


Admiral Dewey said: "I have to an- 


nounce that owing to the death of Judge 
Wilson of counsel, the court will adjourn 
for today until tmorrow morning." 


Mr. Tfayner said that so far as he could 


now see the counsel for Admiral Sehley^ 
will be able to proceed tomorrow, but 
expressed a desire that arrangements be 
made to .attend the funeral. Admiral 
Dewey and Captain Lemly agreed that 
this detail could be arranged later. 


The judge hall been in court all day 


yesterday and the report of his death 
could'-hardly'be-believed.. 


All the members of tho court, includ- 


ing counsel for the government and for 
Admiral 'Schley, expressed the utmost 
surprise and sorrow over the news while 
Admiral 
Schley 
himself said: "Tho 


news is so .shocking- that I cannat trust 
myself to give expression to my estimate 
of the man. I can only say that I have 
lost uot only a clear-headed and bril- 
liant counsel, but also a, clear and much 
beloved friend. I ain shocked beyond 
measure at the news and find myself al- 
most unable to accept the. report/"' 


it was announced at the court room 


that Judge Wilson's death had occurred 
at 11:08 a. m. at the Shorelmin Hotel 
and that itshad been due to acute indi- 
gestion and kidney affection.

But recent 
losses have been so numerous and so 
shocking as to sober even the most avar- 
icious, and to make it clear that the 
storm signals of the weather bureau 
should not be disregarded. The com- 
pany which will permit its captains to 
take heavily loaded loats out in the 
face of the official storm warnings should 
be held strictly responsible for whatever 
may result in the way of loss of life or 
property.

fits? Where is the analytical mind who 
can properly dissect and construct tho 
pages of history of our republic aa thev 
were affected by the murder of Abraham 
Liacoln. by the murder of.

WILL RESTORE 
THE

Some time ago the famous Haymarket 


monument, 
standing 
in Haymarket 


square, 
Chicago, 
commemorating the 


massacre of a number of policemen and 
severe injury of- nearly a hundred more 
at the hands of a number of anarchists, 
who threw a deadly bomb, Avas removed 
from its foundation to a distant park. 
The time of erection wns a year after the 
murder of the policeman in 1887 and in 
the passing year.s the city neglected the 
monument; the site on whicli it stood 
was in the way of wagons, and probably 
of more efl'ect, anarchy had ever protest- 
ed against the monument, and in time 
this opposition had its effect with the 
politicians. 
The 
monument was re- 


moved, ancl but a very brief period 
elapsed, before the terrible news flashed 
over the land President McKinley had 
been murdered by another anarchist. 
Now the people of Chicago are demand- 
ing 
the Haymarket 
monument 
he 


brought back to its old place. One com- 
ment of a Chicago paper says: 


"Anarchy had become only an unpleas- 


ant memory in Chicago and there wero 
few to protest when the bronze figure 
with unlift-ed hand was taken 
from its 


only proper setting and given a new and 
entirely meaningless position at the cor- 
ner of Union park. The present de-i 
rnand 
that- the monument be moved 


back to the historic square is a natural 


one, 
but it should not be heeded unless 


satisfactory assurances are given that if 
the change is made it will not be again 
neglected and allowed to become an eye- 
sore to the community. Sooner or later 
Chicago people will awake to the fact 
that the marking of historic spots by 
fitting memorials is nji evidence of civic 
pride and adds greatly to the interest of 
the city streets. In the meantime there 
is no reason why the monument should 
Again be moved unless it is to be prop- 
erly cared for and appreciated."

A 
late decision of the Connecticut supreme 
court should rather surprise good citi- 
zens who have supposed thnt at least in 
giving a valuable franchise they had 
the right to fix provisions.

Faces the Schley Court. 


TELLS OF DELIVERING 


DISPATCHES TO SCHLEY 


Say* Commander iof Brooklyn Made 


Effort to locate Cerveva's Fleet 


After .'Navy Department's 


Orders Were Received. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—When the 


Schley court of inquiry convened at the 
navy yard at 11 o'clock today there was 
general comment on the fact that the 
seat which had been occupied from the 
beginning by Judge Jere "\VOson was va- 
cant. He had endeared.himself not only 
to the members of the court but to all 
persons about the 
court, and sorrow 


was shown on every countenance. Com- 
ment upon his suden taking of! was very 
.general throughout the court room. The 
business of 
the 
court, however, was 


promptly resumed at the usual hour.-'' 


In answer to a question from the As- 


sociated 
Press, Admiral Sehlpy today 


stated that since the death of Judge 
Wilson Attorney General Tsador Rayner 
would be the leading counsel in his case 
and that he would be assisted by Capt. 
James Parker of New Jersey and Mr. 
il. A, Teague of Baltimore, as ar expert 
assistant. Mr. Bayner will continue to 
conduct the cross examination of witness 
as he has 'been doing and tlte other -gen- 
tlemen will continue in the same capac- 
ity they occupied 
up to the 
time of 


Judge Wilson's death. Mr. Rayner stat- 
ed that if it became necessary in the 
preparation and abstracting of the vol- 
uminous documents in the ease ta em- 
ploy assistant counsel, of if he should be 
unavoidably absent at any time, that 
proper arrangements will be made for 
that purpose. 


The wall back of the court was adorn- 


ed today with a chart on a large scale 
showing the ground site of the battle 
ofT Santiago on July 3. The southern 
coast of Cuba, in the vicinity of Santia- 
go was plainly marked, and the points 
at which the Spanish ships went to the 
bottom or to the shore were all indicat- 
ed in plain lettering. There also were 
a number of transparent charts which 
had been prepared over night, sitting 
about in the rear of the room and which 
were 
intended 
to 
illustrate 
various 


phases of the Santiago campaign. All 
these had been prepared with a view to 
expediting the work of the court and all 
were oil a large scale. 


The first witness called today was Mr. 


A. B. Claxton, the machinist on board 
the Texas, who began 
his testimony 


when the sittings of the court were so 
abruptly terminated yesterday morning 
by the death of Judge Wilson, 


Mr. Rayner 
pointed out various 


changes in the language of the dispatch 
a.s printed in the oflicial report. He ad- 
dressed 
the court briefly 
concerning 


these changes. 


DETRIMENTAL' TO SCHLEY. 


Judge Advocate Lemly ' then asked: 


"After you delivered the order and prim- 
to the dispatch which lie delivered to 
you to be sent to Kingston what efforts 
did he make to locate Cervera's fleet to 
your knowledge?" 


•'•'Xone to my knowledge." i 
"Did lie with his squadron at that 


time approach Santiago?" 


"He did not. I will qualify that 
to 


this extent: 
The vessels of course wero 


not at,anchor; they wore moving about 
and there were directions for movement 
toward the harbor of Santiago.'

Before Mr. Claxton took the;» stand, 


Commander Heihier was recalled to make 
verbal corrections :r the official copy of 
his testimony. Ho said he had several 
corrections that he desir.ed to make. In 
one case he was recorded as giving the 
"bearing and the distance'' of the Brook- 
lyn. He said he had given the bearing 
and not the distance. He made various 
other changes but {.hey were not mater- 
ial.

ENGINES REVERSED TWO MINUTES 


Mr. Claxton said on July 3, 189S, he 


had been on duty ;n the engine room of 
the Texas. The 
engine indicator had 


called for full speed ahead early in the 
morning, which had, within an hour af- 
ter the beginning 
of .the 
action been 


changed to "full speed astern." To his 
knowledge there had been no signal for 
the reversal of the 
engines. He said 


that he had been excused from service 
in tlte engine room but still, he knew 
that the engines were reversed for about 
two minutes. 


ADMIRAL COTTON TESTIFIES. 


Rear Admiral Cotton, now comma'nd- 


ant of the Norfolk navy yard who com- 
inanded the cruiser Harvard during the 
Spanish war, was the next witness. He 
told of meeting the flying squadron un- 
der Commodore Schley off Santiago on 
May 27, 1888, and said that on that date 
he had delivered dispaches to the then 
Commodore from Admiral Sampson and 
the navy department. He had, he said, 
boarded the 
Brooklyn 
about 10:30 


'clock. The weather was then moderate 


and he had no difficulty in going aboard 
the Brooklyn from his boat. He had 
vorn his sword. 


What conversation took 
place be- 


tween yourself 
and Admiral Schley?" 


asked Capt. Lemly. 


Jfc will be impossible for me to state 


,he entire conversation." 


The witness replied: "I was on board 


generally speaking, about two hours. The 
conversation naturally covered a very 
wide range, the most important part of 
which was of course relative to the dis- 
patches I had delivered." 


He spoke of the difficulty of obtaining 


coal on board his ships while at Cienfu- 
gos and subsequently to the 
date of 


which I am speaking, May 27, and said 
t had been an almost impossibility to 
get. coal on board on account of the 
weather. He questioned me relative to 
the practicability of coaling ships at St, 
Nicholas Mole and Gonaves channel. 


"Did you say in specific terms that 


you agreed with Commodore Schley as 
to the difficulty in coaling?" 


'•The question was not ttiscussed and I 


expressed no opinion." 


"Did this conversation occur before or 


ifter 
tho dispatches 
which you took 


aboard had been read by the commander 
in chief?" 


'•"After." 
"In response to further questions, Ad- 


miral Cotton said that he had the origi- 
nal translations of the cipher dispatches 
addresser to the Harvard. The dispatch 
of May 25 was then rend to him as fol- 
lows:

vard, St. Nicholas Mole, Hayti: Pro- 
ceed at once and inform Schley, and also 
the senior officer present off Santiago 
as follows:

MADISOX, Sept. 25.—The new^state 


assessment for 1001, which, was complet- 
ed today and filed with the secretary of 
state by the state "board of assessment, 
fixes the. value of all property in the 
state at $1,435.284,000 as against $630,- 
000,000 last year thus making an in- 
crease of $80tt,284,000. The value of all 
real estate in the state is fixed at. §1,- 
180,349,130 as against $503,600,768 in 
1000, while the value of personal proper- 
ty is placed at $240,034,8fil as against 
$120,309,232 last year. The assessment 
is made upon a full valuation of proper- 
ty throughout the state and is about 
two and one-third times larger than last 
year. 


This assessment is used as the basis 


for apportioning the state tax among 
the various counties, just as the assess- 
ment of a county board is used as a 
haais o'l apportioning or equalizing the 
taxes between the towns of the county.

sassination of President McKinley' is 
remarkable in many ways. It was re- 
•inarkable in its espeditiousness, arid yet 
there never seemed to be any undue 
haste on the part either of the prosecu- 
tion or defense. All the forms were 
gone through, with religiously.. The witr 
nesses, the few that were called, were 
examined, cross-examined and re-cross- 
examined in detail. 


The most remarkable 
feature of the 


case is that there was no defense. Not 
only was there no introduction, of wit- 
nesses.for the accused, but there was no 
argument of the ease by attorneys ap- 
pointed 
< to defend him. Judge

made a speech in which he said a great 
outrage had been committed and admit- 
ted- that his client hart committed it. 
Ho then said that if the man were sand' 
he ought to be convicted. --He became so 
overwhelmed with emotion at this time, 
thinking of the great crime-to the na- 
tion, that he was unable to proceed and 
sat down.

During the past few months about 
300 natives have visited Nome bringing 
furs to trade for-suplies. As soon aa 
their goods were disposed of, however, 
whiskey peddlers got among thorn and 
they changed the proceeds of their sales 
of liquor. The 
Indians . have 
again 


camped on the 
beach 
generally in a 


drunken state, allowing the season to 
pass, in Which they could lay in supplies 
of fish for use during the long r winter 
period. Unless they are assisted by tho 
government it is said suffering and star- 
vation will surely follow. 


Destitute miners from outlying dis- 


tricts are arriving at Nome. The Unit- 
ed States steamer Bear of August. 23, 
lauded eighteen men at 
Nome. The 


men were found, on .the beach nt Kotzc- 
bu sound, penniless and not of supplies. 
They had for some months been depend- 
ing on what fish they could catch and 
game they could kill. This party join- 
ed in the rush to Kotzebu in 1808 »nd 
have been there ever since. They re- 
port that during that three years they 
failed to find more than a few colors of

Pierpe then made a long a'ddresS'" to 
the men, salving that he thought 
the 


time had come for giving up the strike so 
as not to entail hardships on the men's 
families just as cold weather was com- 
ing on.

Shaffer of the. Amalgamated association 
yesterday made public a statement giv- 
ing a history of the steel workers' strike 
and the terms of its settlement. Siting 
by the criticisms from'members of the 
organisation as well as from 
outside, 


Mr. Shaffer indulges in bitter language 
in writing of some phases of the strug- 
gle. This he directs particularly against 
members of the aasueiation who deserted 
its cause and other labor unions, which, 
he intimates, failed to keep promises of 
support. 


The statement, which will be mailed 


to all district lodges of the association, 
President Shaffer declares to be "a fair 
and 
truthful 
account of occurrences 


leading to and compelling the settlement 
of the strike.'' 


Among other things, Mr. Shaffer says: 
"We were in fairly good condition to 


•\viii without help, but 
looked for aid 


from other labor bodies, some of which 
were pledged, and to the general public, 
but especially relied upon the American 
Federation of Labor, with which body 
we have been affiliated ever since its in- 
ception and toward whose support we 
W-e never failed to contribute. 


"Our strike advanced and. we were 


confident of winning until the novspa- 
pes deliberately " and 
maliciously pub- 


lished statements which were replete 
with lies. Our people began to doubt 
and upbraid; some who had been 
ofli- 


cials deserted us, and afterward, like J. 
D. Hit-key, of Milwaukee, accepted the 
terms of'the trust and scabbed. Hun- 
dreds who dared not slrep at home went 
to other places, and in early every mill 
the trust tried to run were many Amal- 
gamated Association men from striking 
mills. We knew ouv cause would be 
lost, but proceeded, feeling sure we could 
win if support could be secured for the 
faithful strikers. The American Feder- 
ation gave us not one cent. The re- 
port that financial help came from 
the 


rational lodge of the mine workers is ab- 
solutely false—we received nothing."

Mr, Chrisoferaon loaned him the mon- 


ey to go to Milwaukee and was to have 
gone with him, but the "man 'was too

CROP AND WEATHER REPORT 


MILWAUKEE,.Wis.,.Sept. 26.—U. S. 


Department, of Agriculture, Climate and

was decidedly 


cooler than the preceding, the. average 
temperature ranging from 54 .degrees 
along- the southern, border to 50 degrees 
over - the northern counties. Freezing 
temperaturei w*re reported from many 
localities in the'.central ajul southern 
sections on Tuesday, Wednesday 
and 


Friday mornings. The damage by frost- 
was not great,"as'vegetation was killed 
oniy on low landj The weejc-ended with 
warmer and pleasant . weather. Practi- 
cally no rain fell during the week, alo'ng 
the western border, but elsewhere 'light 
local showers refreshed 
pastures, bene-, 


fited late potatoes and placed the soil in 
good condition for fall seeding. In 
the 


southern counties- the soil , is very dry, 
on account) of the continued-deficiency in 
precipitation 
during 
the 
past two 


months,,and good rains are needed to 
place it again in normal condition. 


The past week was generally favor- 


able for harvesting corn au/l the crop is 
now practically all in the shock. In 
the northern and'central counties the 
yield is entirely satisfactory arid is gen- 
erally much bettor than was anticipated, 
even in those districts wher the drought 
was most severely felt. The frosts dur- 
ing the week did very little damage, ex- 
cept to fodder, as the crop was gener- 
ally fully matured. Husking is under 
way in many localities. Late 
potatoes 


have continued to make good progress 
during the week. The vines are still 
groen where not injured 
by the frosts, 


and with favorable w#ather give prom- 
ise of a favorable yield. The crop is" so 
late, however, that its full maturity is 
doubtful. The early crop'was almost a 
total failure. The" wecic was favorable 
for securing the remainder of tho to- 
bacco crop, which is now aU in the sheds 
and curing well. The crop as a whole 
is Uight, bub the quality generally satis- 
factory. 


A largo acreage of winter
